, July 29.—The sto rm o f Satur­ 
day night was even mo re severe than had 
been suppo sed, great as was the upro ar o f the 
elements and so visible the effects. 
The un­ 
precedented rain fall, high wind, and inces­ 
sant lightning caused a lo i-s o f pro perty that 
is difficult to estimate. 
All kinds o f pro per­ 
ty suffered —go o ds in cellars and basements, 
streets, shade trees, sidewalks, lawns, shrub­ 
bery, drive-ways, unfinished 
ho uses and 
dwellings. 
There were 44 alarms o f tire 
caused by 
lightning, and 
mo st 
fro m 
the destructio n

wire. 
Fire, wa 
ter, 
wind and hail co mbined caused 
a lo ss in excess o f $1,000,000 and po s­ 
sibly as much again.

mo re at 5 o ’clo ck o n Saturday evening, bo und 
fo r Cape May via I be Chesapeake and Dela- 
are Canal, with lietwecn 80 and 100 passen- 
•rs abo ard. 
The vo yage fro m the Chesa­ 
peake to the Delaware was made witho ut in- 
ident, and abo ut 1:80 o ’clo ck yesterday 
mo rning the Whilldin passed thro ugh the 
uni! lo cks at Delaware City, and started 
o wn the Del ware River fo r Cape May. 
A thick fo g prevailed, which, added to the 
nky darkness, made it difficult fo r the 
learner's lo o ko ut to see a ixiat’s length 
head. Suddenly lights were seen fo rward 
lirectly in the sieainer’s path. 
They were 
ho se o f the scho o ner Derby, which had co me 
o ancho r directly in the channel just abo ve 
Mins’ Bench and o ff Dutch Island’s Flats. 
Befo re tbe steamer’s engine co uld be reversed 
the crush came, and the steam vessel struck 
scho o ner squarely o n the po rt side, be­ 
tween the bo w and amidships, cutting a 
ap thro ugh which tbe w ater po ured in a to r 
cut. 
The scho o ner, laden with 600 to ns 
o f co al, imtnidiatcly began to sink, and Cap­ 
lin Taylo r and his crew o f seven men barely 
ad time to take to the bo ats befo re it settled 
md went do wn in abo ut 30 feet o f water. 
Hie Captain and crew escaped to the Whill- 
lin. 
On bo ard o f the steamer the mo st in­ 
tense excitement prevailed. 
Tbe passengers 
were asleep in their state ro o ms, and o n being 
aro used by tbe sho ck o f tbe co llisio n seized 
heir clo thes and rushed wildly o n deck, 
heir speed was accelerated and tbeir excite­ 
ment increased by tbe appearance o f the pur­ 
ser, who rushed thro ugh tbe cabin, call- 
o n everybo dy to go abo ve. 
On deck tbe 
rew sto o d ready to man the bo ats, and all 
e passengers seized life preservers in readi­ 
ness fo r any emergency that might arise, 
taptaiii Fo ster, o f the VVhiildin, made an ex­ 
uninatio n as so o n as po ssible, and fo und that 
while his vessel was badly shattered, it was 
no t injured belo w the water line, and co uld 
be kept aflo at witho ut difficulty.

The J oint Committee on High License in 
New York, composed of sub-committees from 
the Church Temperance Society , the Society 
for the Prevention of Crime, and the Citi­ 
zens' Committee on High License, lias issued 
an address to the people of the state on “ Po­ 
litical Parties and the Liquor Traffic.“’ 
As 
this joint committee is made up impartially 
of Republicans and Democrats, including 
among the latter Gen. Wager Sway ne, Col. 
li. F. Watson. ex -J udge Arnoux and Dorman 
B. Eaton, the language of the address is sig­ 
nificant of a shifting of party lines on the 
question. 
It starts out with the very strong 
assertion that “ the evils springing from the 
liquor traffic are regarded by the great body 
of the intelligent and candid people of the 
state of New York as the most serious 
and threatening within the sphere of legisla­ 
tion." 
It adds that this great body of people 
“ feel humiliated and indignant as they see 
the greatest state of the Union left behind 
many of its sister states in the character and 
efficiency of its laws for the suppression of 
the great hotbeds of poverty , vice and c rime." 
And it either looks for a remedy through the 
nex t Legislature, or an indefinite postpone- 
ment of the reform. 
It is not satisfied with 
the action of the Prohibition party in the 
past, and points to the recent votes on Prohi­ 
bition in Pennsy lvania, Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island in proof that what that party is 
aiming for is not gaining ground and is to re­ 
main impossibleof attainment for many y ears. 
But the ho|K* of the success of the high li­ 
cense principle is based on the proven fidel­ 
ity of the Republican party to the principle 
and the dissatisfaction of the better class of 
Democrats with the position in which their 
party has been placed by Gov. Hill. 
It even 
tries not w ithout hope to discover signs of 
improvement in the Governor himself.

Th e wist' leaders of th e oth er 
are h esitating and anx ious for its fate, tieeau-e 
th e Governor seems to is* committing it to a dis­ 
graceful and ruinous dependence upon 
liquor 
traffic influence. It remains to Is- seen wh eth er h e 
can ex tricate h is party from th e dangerous jsisjtion 
into wh ich h e h as led it or will h imself be made th e 
victim of h is own policy . It ough t to tie said, h ow­ 
ever, to h is credit, th at h is proposal of th e law for 
th e Ex cise Commission last y ear sh ows h is sense of 
Ih e intolerable ch aracter of ex isting evils; and more 
th an th is, for h is plan involved a co-operation 
of Isith th e great parties in removing th em —an es­ 
sential part of th e policy of th e friends of High 
License from th e beginning. 
Wh at th e Governor 
does not compreh end, or. perh aps, sh rinks from, is 
th e need of actually confronting th e insolent de­ 
mands of th e grog sh op keepers and of bringing 
th em to terms. 
The address closes with some practical sug 
gestions in regard to a plan of campaign 
which will aid in promoting success.

F. Watson, ex Judge Arnotta and Dorm-in 
IL Eaton, the language of the addreaa i* sig 
nifit ant of a shifting of party lines on the 
question. 
It *t;irt* out aith the very strong 
assertion that " the evils springing from the 
liquor traffic are regarded bv the great lindy 
of the intelligent and candid ja*ople of the 
state of New York a* the most serious 
and threatening within the sphere of legisla 
lion." 
It adds that this gn at body of jieople 
*• feel humiliatisl and indignant as they see­ 
the greatest state of the Union left behint! 
many of its sister states in the character and 
efficiency of it* laws for the suppression of 
the great hotbed* of poverty,vice and* rime. 
And it either looks for a remedy through the 
next Legislature, or an indefinite postpone 
moot of the reform. 
It is not satisfied with 
the action of the Prohibition party in the 
past, and joints to the recent votes on Prohi­ 
bition in Pennsylvania, M avathusett* and 
Rhode Island in proof that w hat that party is 
aiming for is not gaining ground and i' lo r 
main im|s<ssihleof attainment for many years.

ho ld impo rtant po sitio ns in the mills, and she 
no lo nger has to give it the same attentio n as 
befo re.”

current in the Creek w as sw ift, and Connor 
nnd the boy w ere rescued just in the nick of 
time. 
Shortly after being brouxrht on shore 
Connor had a sev ers attack of chills. He was 
p ut to bed between w arm blankets and p rop er 
1 ycared for by a p hysician and nurse. Connor 
says that he is 21 years of age, a p ainter by 
occup ation, and that he left his home in New 
York City on May 22 last.

There was a large congregation in the 
W urts Street Bap tist Church last ev ening to 
hear the farewell sermon of the Rev . A. K. 
Fuller, w ho for sev en years has been the Pas­ 
tor of the Church, and who has resigned for 
the p urp ose of accep ting a call from a Bap ­ 
tist Church in Sioux Falls, Dakota. 
The 
reasons for Mr. Fuller sev ering his p leasant 
relations with the Church here hav e already 
lteen p ublished in full in these columns, the 
p rincip al reason being that he hop es the more 
rarifitd air of Dakota will p rov e beneficial to 
his health. 
Besides the memlx-rs and ad 
berents of the Church there were many mem 
hers of other churches p resent, whose cs 
teem and friendship Mr. Fuller has secured 
by his general interest and hard work in try­ 
ing to Itetter the religious, moral and social 
conditions of this City. 
The serv ices were 
imp ressiv e. 
Many v isible ev idences of re­ 
gret were 
manifested. 
The sermon was 
characteristic of the p reacher and his'w ork 
and there was but little allusion to self, 
its 
theme was “ Only let your m anner of life be 
worthy of the Gosp el of Christ.” 
A sum ­ 
mary of the sermon follows: 
Dea r Frien d x: 
1 came to this serv ice to night with slow 
and reluctant step . Although so m any of you 
hav e manifested yu ir interest in me by your 
p resence bere, yet I do not feel much like 
p reaching a formal sermon. There are times, 
you know, when we cannot sav « hat we 
would, 
i he heart is too full. I a-k v our at­ 
tention, howev er, to a few words found in 
Paul’s letter to the Philip p ines, 1:27, as it 
reads in the rev ised v ersion: “ Only let your 
manner of life Ite worthy of the gosp el of 
Christ.” 
Hi is letter of Paul’s to the Pltilip p ians is 
the cheeriest of all his ep istles. 
It is a short 
letter, only four chap ters, yet some form of 
the word joy or rejoicing occurs at least 16 
times. 
W hen he wrote the letter the Ap ostle 
w as a p risoner at Rome. 
The chains were 
on his wrists, the p rison walls about him and 
the exp ectation of death hanging ov er him. 
But chains, p rison walls and the thought of 
death could not take aw ay the joy of P aul’s 
religion. 
Such a religion is worth bav in» . 
The Philip p ian church had been v ery kind to 
the Ap ostle. They had sup p lied his temp oral 
wants and in many ways encouraged hint in 
his missionary labors. * Wlten lie p i cached at 
T hessalonica they sent him aid, and w hen he 
was taken a p risoner to Rome they sent one 
of tfieir num ber all that long journey to riv e 
him words of cheer and m inister to his needs. 
It is when this messenger reto rts that Paul 
sends hack with him this letter to his belov ed 
church at Philip p i. 
In it lie lays aside his 
official title of Aoostle and as a friend p ours 
out his heart. 
He assures them of his grati­ 
tude and affection, and w ithout a word of 
censure manifests deep concern for their reli­ 
gious welfare. “ < >nly let your m anner of life,” 
lie writes, “ be worthy of the gosp el of Christ; 
that whether I come and see you or he i li­ 
re-ut, I may hear of your state' that ye stand 
fast.” 
Standing as I do to-night at the close of a 
sev en years delightful m inistry am ong v ou, 
and thiuking of all your kiudness manifested 
in so many ways toward me, i find in my 
heart some of those emotions that stirred 
Paul’s heart. 
I find gratitude for v our kind­ 
ness and affection for you all. 
I 
hav e 
uo words of censure for anv , hut greatly de­ 
sire your religious p rosp erity, and I find my 
desires and wishes best summed up in the 
words of the text: 
"O nly let v our m anner 
of life be worthy of the Gosp el of C hrist.” 
i could not desire for you less, and I could 
hardly desire* more, for to liv e worthy of the 
gosp el is to liv e the truest, noblest life p os­ 
sible below the stars, and one so liv ing is as­ 
sured a blessed life hereafter. W hat,then, is 
liv ing worthy of the gosp el? 
How must we 
liv e? 
I answer to liv e w orthy of the gosp el 
one must first receiv e the gosp el. 
This is the 
first step , all else is unav ailing until this is 
taken. Unbelief, rejecting the grace of God 
stamp s the life as un worthy. 
To receiv e the 
os p el is to receiv e Christ, its div ine author, 
as Sav iour and Lord. 
" T o as many as re­ 
ceiv ed Him to them gav e He p ower to be­ 
come the sons of G od.” 
All trust for for 
giv eness 
from 
sin 
nnd 
for 
hop e 
of 
heav en 
m ust 
abide 
on 
Him 
alone, 
not 
on the 
minister, 
not,

He who would liv e worthy of the gosp el 
must first receiv e that gosp el in all its full­ 
ness by receiv ing Christ. 
There is no gosp el, 
no good news of salv ation ap art from Him! 
Christ must be receiv ed, His teachings be­ 
liev ed, then we hav e taken the first step . 
Second, the gosp el must be used. 
Paul 
tells these Phillip p ians to work out their sal 
v ation. 
He means by this that they are to 
use the gosp el; let it work out in 'th e life. 
They are to work it out iu their thoughts, 
in their deeds, in character, get it on the out­ 
side so that the world can see it. 
It is only 
another way of saying “ Let your light 
shine." 
There is too much gosp el unused’to­ 
day. 
Our churches arc full of it. 
We who 
hav e receiv ed the gosp el need to p ut it to 
work in our liv es, let it dev elop and bring 
forth that fruit and those graces which it will 
if od Iv giv en a chance. 
This is the only 
way we can p rov e to the world at least, that 
we hav e receiv ed 
the gosp el. 
Now. if 
you 
hav e 
receiv ed 
nnd 
ire 
p utting 
to use the gosp el, you will Jiv e a sincere* life. 
The gosp el of Christ is a real gosp el. 
It is 
not fancy or fiction, hut fact. 
Nothing is 
more real. 
It is the real thought of God."the 
real lov e of God, the real will of God. Jesus 
Christ is a real p erson. 
He is not a ghost nor 
a p hantom. 
He liv ed on earth, was cruci 
tied on Calv ary, and is now at the right hand 
of the Father. 
When this real gosp el is ta­ 
ken into the life it makes the life sincere and 
true, for it brings with it and im p arts its own 
true and Div ine nature. 
You know how Je ­ 
sus hated all p retense and hyp ocrisy. 
For the 
suffering He had sym p athy; for the p oo/and 
unfortunate p ity and help ; for the rep enting 
sinner a full and free forgiv eness, but only 
“ woe! woe! unto ye hyp ocrites.” 
He called 
them white washed sep ulchers, full of dead 
men’s bones. 
If the gosp el of Christ is w ork­ 
ing in your life, you will liv e a sincere and 
true 
life. 
You 
will 
not 
p retend, 
but 
lie. 
A ou 
will 
not liv e 
under 
mask. 
Your 
faith 
will 
be 
a 
real 
faith, your dev otion real worship . 
All that 
you do will hav e up on it the stamp of sincer­ 
ity. 
Again, oue who has receiv ed and is us- 
ing the gosp el will liv e an earnest life. 
On 
the gosp el there is the earnestness of blood,

agony and of Calv ery’s sufferings is stamp ed 
deep up on it.

not some outw ard form of religion, but the 
gosp el of the Son of God. For thedefenceand 
furtherance of that you are to liv e and.if need

die for that which will itself die.

It is the div ine remedy for the 
world's great disease and needs only to be 
ap p lied to effect a cure; and this ap p lication 
must he made hj' those who would liv e worthy 
of the gosp el. 
Receiv e, use, defend and 
further the gosp el of Christ and I shall hav e 
no concern but what the desire of my text 
w ill be fulfilled in your life. 
I hav e only to say in conclusion that I am 
glad my step s were turned toward this p lace 
and that here 1 hav e 1h*«*ii p ermitted to sp end 
the first sev en years of my ministry. 
Well 
do I remember with what kindness you re­ 
ceiv ed me at the first, not simp ly the mem 
bers of my own church but of other churches 
and it is v ery gratifying to me to know that 
I still retain your confidence. 
I lnrgan my 
work here w ith fear and trembling. 
I hav e 
not seen accomp lished all that 1 had fondly 
hop ed to see. 
But we hav e Ireen able to ac 
eonip lish som ething and to God who* gav e 
strength, op p ortunity and. the Holy Sp irit 
belongs the p raise. 
The result of our work together for the 
sev en years as the figures tell are as follows 
We hav e receiv ed into the church 191 new 
members, and it has been my p riv ilege to 
bap tise of this num ber 150. 
We hav e dis 
missed 121 members. Of this num ber 28 hav e 
died, the rest hav e been erased from the 
roll or granted letters to other eliurchc 
Thus we hav e had a net gain of 70. 
Our 
p resent<nem bership is 378. 
We hav e sp ent 
for missions and 
benev olent p urp oses, in 
round num bers,$ 6,000 and for home exp ense: 
$25,000, m aking a total of $31,000. 
I hav e 
lteen p erm itted to join in marriage 84 coup le 
and hav e officiated, since coming to Rondout 
at 177 funerals. 
These are the results as the 
figures show, but the real fruit of our work 
only eternity will rev eal. 
1 want to take this op p ortunity to thank 
you all for ev ery kindness you hav e shown 
to my fam ily and to myself. 
You hav e 
treated your m inister well, you hav e p aid his 
salary p rom p tly, sp oken only in his fav or 
help ed him in his work, and wherev er he 
goes the rem em brance of your kindness will 
go with him. 
I hav e two (hingsto regret 
First, that I hav e not done m3’ work better 
that 
I

p reached 
the gosp el 
of 
Christ 
so p oorly. 
It 
seems to
